I hereby submit my fifth annual report as Super- 
intendent of Schools. The statistical tables for the 
year 1937-1938 follow this report. 


Two resignations of teachers occurred in the dis- 
trict in June. Miss Norma Wade of the West Thorn- 
ton school and Miss Marion Ellison of the Center, both 
splendid teachers left the district for better positions. 
It is apparent that if the district wishes to attract 
teachers from out of town and retain them it must in- 
crease the present schedule of salaries. 


Miss Dorothy MecVicar is teacher at the West 
Thornton school and Miss Laura Eaves at the Center 
school. The West Thornton school has 20 pupils and 
the Center school 28 pupils at this writing. The latter 
school has approximately an enrollment equal to the 
West Thornton school and Lyford school together. The 
Board reopened the Lyford school and appointed Ruth 
Locke teacher. It was anticipated that without re- 
opening this school the enrollment of the West Thorn- 
ton school would be over 35 pupils. The average mem- 
bership of these two schools so far this year has not 
reached 80 pupils. The district will receive state aid 
for only about one-half the Lyford school. Unless 
more children come into the area of these two schools 
very soon it is my opinion from the viewpoint of ex- 
pense and efficiency that these schools should be con- 
solidated as heretofore. With only eight pupils as at 
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the Lyford school there is an absence of competition 
and group activities present in larger schools. 


The Number 6 school has an enrollment of 16 
pupils and the work there is motivating very well. The 
Mad River school has eight pupils, one of whom comes 
from Waterville. The Board has been rather lenient 
in interpreting the areas to be considered drawing chil- 
dren to the Center and Mad River schools. This was 
done when it made no particular difference, but now 
that the Center school may have 30 or more any time 
and the Mad River school seems to remain fairly con- 
stant at eight pupils, as many pupils as is possible and 
reasonable should be assigned to the latter school. It 
is a question of how long full state aid can be allotted 
for an eight-pupil school. 


There is grave question in the mind of this Super- 
visor as to the propriety of the elaborate programs 
conducted in some of the schools of this supervisory 
union. I have in mind programs incident to Thanks- 
giving, Christmas and other occasions throughout the 
year. The writer would be the last to deny children a 
reasonable number of informal parties and good times, 
but fears that teachers in a conscientious effort to keep 
up the current work and put on a show at the same 
time may be over-taxing the mental and nervous en- 
ergy of the children. The general public will get a 
much better picture of their schools by occasionally 
making unannounced visits than attending prepared 
programs. 


During the summer the Board painted the Num- 
ber Six school and improved its appearance very much. 
The town repaired and thoroughly cleaned the Lyford 
school after it had been used for dwelling purposes. 
A metal fence has been bought from the West Thorn- 
ton school and will be installed in the spring. 


The amount asked this year for support of schools 
is about $1,500.00 more than last year. This is due 
to a number of causes some of which are statutory and 
beyond the control of the school board. 


Over a period of six years the high school tuition 
obligation will have increased in all probability over 
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the sum of one thousand dollars. It is highly com- 
mendable that more children of the district are in sec- 
ondary schools, but there can be no financial relief un- 
til legislation is enacted for state aid of high school 
tuition. The prorated reduction of state aid through- 
out the state means less funds from that source. The 
reopening of the Lyford school as indicated before in- 
creases the budget approximately four hundred dol- 
lars. Very modest increases in salary are budgeted 
for the recognition of faithful service and efficiency. 


Owing to unanticipated tuition, repairs, purchase 
of fence, etc., the usual balance in June will be ab- 
sorbed and there will be no balance to carry over to 
next year. These reasons in general explain the in- 
creased appropriation asked for in the budget.
